Irish Colonizers 
Topic of Paper 
For Conference 





Sister Mary Evangela, B.V.M., 
Ph.D., of the department of history, 
will read a paper on Irish Catholic 
Colonization of the United States at 
the annual meeting of the Mississippi 
Valley Historical Society being held 
in New York, December 27, 28 and 
30, in conjunction with the American 
Historical Association with which it 
is affiliated. Sister Mary Evangela 
will attend special sessions of the 
Catholic Historical Society in the in- 
tervening Sunday at Fordham Uni- 
versity. 

Sister Mary Evangela’s paper will 
treat the history of the founding of 
the Irish Catholic Colonization of the 
United States in 1879. In her paper, 
Sister will show how prominent bish- 
ops and laymen, after buying large 
tracts of cheap, fertile land from the 
railroads, re-sold it to the Irish Cath- 
olics of the conjested industrial cen- 
ters of the country who moved to 
the midwestern states. She will point 
to where thriving communities were 
established in Nebraska and Minne- 
sota during the ten years of the ac- 
tivities of the Association. In con- 
clusion, Sister Mary Evangela will 
show that these communities furnish 
a lasting testimonial to the American 
and Catholic spirit of the organizers, 
and to the ability and perseverance of 
those who took advantage of oppor- 
tunities ir offered.

Father Haun 
Wins Favor 


The splendors of ancient Greece 
and Italy were vividly portrayed in 
exquisite photographic slides supple- 
menting the lecture tour given by the 
Rev. Julius W. Haun, Ph.D., D.D., 
head of the department of English, 
St. Mary’s College, in the Clarke Col- 
lege auditorium November 24 at 8 o’- 
clock, Emphasizing the value of en- 
tertaining a sense of appreciation in 
liberal arts, Father Haun successfully 
endeavored to present one phase of 
an “awareness of all the beauty there 
is,” 





In describing the Greeks as “prime 
creators of beauty,” Father Haun pro- 
vided atmosphere for a view of the 
Mediterranean with immobile Gibral- 
tar on guard like a “crouching lion,” 
and the direct journey thence to 
Greece. Here he paralleled the hero- 
ism of the past in that country to the 
undaunted courage of the present and’ 
proceeded to a pictorial reminiscence 
of Troy, making reference to the Iliad 
and Odessey and eloborating on Greek 
drama in connection with the tomb of 
Agamemnon. Note of interest at this 
point, concerned the excavations of 
the great archaeologist, Schliemann, 
who discovered what is believed to be 
the death mask of this Greek hero. 

Greek architecture in its grace and 
solidity was emphasized in the ruins 
at Mycenae and stress was placed on 
the ponderous structures built of im- 
mense stones which have endured the 
ravages of three thousand years. The 
theater, ever a major factor in the 
Grecian past, has an excellent me- 
morial preservation at Epidaurus and 
Olympia, noted for its athletic and 
religious aspects, retains temple rem- 
nants among which are specimens of 
famed classic monoliths. 

The journey up Mount Parnassus 
evoked a keen aesthetic response to

It deals with many leading pect at 
the European drama, Daladier, Laval, Game: io 
Weygand, Ribbentrop & Co., Goebbels, anc 
others. Romains knew these men—some inti- 
mately; he worked with them for his great 
ideal, Peace, and sometimes (unwittingly) he 
worked for them against it. For, along with 
his position as ‘tone of the first literary figures 
in Europe” (and partly because of it), he was 
an amateur of stagecraft with considerable in- 
fluence in certain chancelleries. He had a pri- 
vate-audience of continental politics; he knew 
how the “game” was “played”. Yet—and this 
is the 8th mystery remarked upon by many 
commentators—he could be deceived, “taken 
into camp,” with the greatest of ease, even 
by avowed enemies of his own country. How- 
ever, no one has dared question even remozely 
his untinged sincerity! 


annual editions, with his own glories 
and achievements, the supply of copy 
falls sadly short of the requirements for 
his column in the Eternal Press. 

True to the fashions of his earthly 
nature, each reporter wearily encom- 
passes the rounds of his daily beat, gath- 
ers all his experiences and weaves the 
warp and woof of a pattern into which 
the molten lead of character is poured. 

He forgets, however, that this censor- 
ship is negative. As a surge of daring 
and dangerous feats marks the bolder 
and bolder prints, the intoxicating nec- 
tar of public adulation and emulation 
fosters his proportionately growing dis- 
regard for the standards of a future re- 
gime and thrusts these standards to the 
nethermost file of clippings. 

But the end of the 365 sheets has 
come, and upon filing the final drafts for 
future inventories, the writer comes upon 
the assignments which will be taken 
from these feature stories and transferred 
to an immortal issue. On the left, errors 
of the old copy blur as they wind to a 
finish, but on the right has been placed 
the 1941 banner headline for a fresh 
transcript. 

In the light of a supernatural realiza- 
tion then, there can be no digression in 
the future nor retrogression to the past. 
The allowed inches have been advanced, 
the standards placed, and a new page 
now awaits material which, at the inex- 
orable Deadline will be worthy of the 
scrutiny of a mighty Proofreader.—Y.Z. 


Give Us War 


HERE is something to be said con- 
cerning the principle of tracing 
thoughts on paper . . . especially 
when the thinker is Herr Aggressor and 
the paper, the map of the world and the 
tracing, heavy battle lines.

Some observers have regarded the preoc- 
cupation of the Rhine as an example 
par excellence of destructive thinking 
and have wisely suggested an about-face 
to be accomplished by substituting a 
constructive system of reasoning.

However, optimists are not necessarily 
logicians for the reason that what has 
been put forth as a solution would at 
first sight (and especially at second 
sight) belie the existence of any logic 
at all. The nature of the proposal is 
contained in a blue-print for the build- 
ing of a new civilization without any 
consideration of the possibility that we 
would not wish to build such an edifice. 

Instead of raising a ‘new civilization” 
one would rather wonder if we would 
not do better—and certainly do no 
worse—by digging down to the old one, 
which, incidentally, is neither old, not 
itself in ruins.
